I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1925. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  estimated  Population  in  1925  is  7,279. 

The  corrected  number  of  births  for  the  year  is  106,  10 
being  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  per  1,000  is  14*56,  a slight 
increase  on  that  of  1924. 

104  deaths  occurred  in  the  district,  with  a death-rate  of 
14‘28  per  1,000,  being  a slight  increase  on  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

5 children  died  under  one  year  of  age,  with  a death-rate 
of  47‘10  per  1,000  of  registered  births,  a fairly  low  proportion. 
Of  these  deaths  none  were  of  illegitimate  children. 

Of  these  5 deaths,  1 occurred  from  premature  birth,  1 
cardiac  syncope,  1 spina  bifida,  1 from  congenital  atelectasis 
and  1 from  asphyxia  neonatorum. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

There  was  an  unfailing  supply  of  water  from  the  East 
Hunts.  Water  Company’s  source  at  Bourn,  which  supplies  5 
villages  in  the  district.

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SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  the  Schools 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
Influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Gamlingay  Council 
School  was  closed  for  a short  period. 

In  spite  of  numerous  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
Summer  no  Schools  had  to  be  closed.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Infectious  Diseases  generally. — There  were  35  cases 
notified  during  the  year,  including  19  cases  of  primary 
tuberculosis  (of  which  2 had  been  previously  notified).  This 
is  a small  number  in  all. 

Zymotic  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  16.  These  included 

Disease.  4 cases  of  pneumonia,  4 cases  of  scarlet  fever,  5 cases  of 
diphtheria.  1 case  of  Erysipelas  and  2 cases  of  Chicken  Pox, 
which  was  first  compulsorily  notified  in  August,  1925.  No 
deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases. 

Diphtheria.  5 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  at  Pap  worth 
Everard  and  Papworth  St.  Agnes.  All  these  cases  were  re- 
moved to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  promptly,  thus 
preventing  the  spread  of  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever  4 cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  during  the  year,  3 being 
removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Measles.  No  deaths  from  this  cause  occurred  during  the  year. 

Chicken  Pox.  2 cases  were  notified  of  this  disease. 

Whooping  There  were  numerous  cases  of  whooping  cough  during  the 

Cough.  year  in  certain  villages.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
cause. 

Enteric  Fever  No  cases  occurred  of  this  disease. 

4 cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified.  No  deaths  occurred 
from  pneumonia  during  the  year.

There  were  not  very  many  cases  of  this  disease  during  the 
year.  5 deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause,  a fairly  small 
number.

As  before  mentioned,  free  treatment  for  venereal  disease  is 
given  at  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  also  tests  for  blood  in  cases 
of  syphilis  are  carried  out  by  Dr.  Louis  Cobbett,  Medical 
School,  Cambridge,  and  discharges  in  suspected  cases  of 
gonorrhoea  are  examined  by  Dr.  Harvey,  6,  Post  Office 
Terrace,  Cambridge,  under  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council. 

No  case  of  this  disease 'occurred  during  the  year. 

13  deaths  from  Cancer  occurred  during  the  year,  giving  a 
death-rate  per  1,000  of  1*78.  The  death-rate  from  Cancer  is 
almost  double  that  from  Tuberculosis. 

As  I have  before  stated,  early  treatment  in  these  cases  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  as  regards  the  prospect  of  cure. 

19  primary  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  2 having 
been  previously  notified.  These  included  13  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  2 of  the  glands  of  the  neck,  and  1 
of  knee  joint,  1 of  spine,  1 of  the  abdominal  glands,  1 of  the 
genito  respiratory  system.  This  is  a small  number  in  all. 

Disinfectants  and  spittoon  boxes  are  supplied  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  all  cases  that  are  notified.  Through  the 
County  Council,  shelters  are  provided  in  suitable  cases  for 
Patients  who  cannot  be  removed  to  Sanatoria. 

7 deaths  from  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year,  all 
from  pulmonary  disease,  giving  a death-rate  of  *90  per  1,000, 
which  are  very  satisfactory  figures,  and  point  out  the  much 
diminished  mortality  from  this  disease,  which  is  now  one 
half  that  from  Cancer. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Where  isolation  cannot  be  carried  on  satisfactorily  at 
home,  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at 
the  Cambridge  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  the  District 
Council  being  responsible  for  the  fees.  It  may  be  men- 
tioned here  that  the  Red  Cross  Ambulance,  Tel.  No.  93, 
Cambridge,  has  been  very  useful  in  conveying  infectious 
cases  to  Hospital. 

Swabs  from  the  throat  and  nose,  where  there  are  doubt- 
ful cases  of  diphtheria,  are  supplied  by  Dr.  Henwood 
Harvey,  G,  Post  Office  Terrace,  Cambridge,  Tel.  No.  1435, 
Cambridge,  who  examines  and  reports  on  the  swabs.  A 
free  supply  of  anti-diphtheria  serum  is  kept  at  the  Union 
Infirmary  for  use,  when  required  by  any  Medical 
Practitioner  practising  in  the  District. 

Small-pox  cases  are  treated  at  the  Borough  Small-pox 
Hospital,  Cambridge. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Apart  from  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  noted  above,  the 
Red  Cross  Ambulance  (Tel.  55G  Cambridge)  conveys  urgent 
cases  of  any  description  requiring  removal  to  Hospital,  or 
elsewhere.  Similar  facilities  are  provided  oy  the  Borough 
Police  Ambulance  (Tel.  102  and  103  Cambridge). 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  still  a large  number  of  pit  privies,  but  pail 
closets  are  being  introduced  as  much  as  possible. 

SCAVENGING, 

There  is  no  system  of  public  removal  of  house  refuse  or 
cleaning  of  privies,  &c. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 

CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies’,  Cowsheds’,  and  Milk- 
shops’  Order  are  in  operation. 

Licensed  Cowsheds. — Copies  of  the  Regulations  are 
supplied  to  all  Registered  Cowkeepers,  and  placards 
giving  advice  to  milkers  are  supplied,  with  a request  that 
the  same  be  placed  in  a conspicuous  part  of  the  cowshed. 

Care  is  exercised  to  prevent  any  person  from  an  infected 
house,  working  in  connection  with  any  milk  business. 


Copies  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture’s  leaflet  on  the  con- 
struction of  cowsheds  have  been  distributed,  and  advice  is 
offered  to  persons  constructing  new  cowsheds  or  improving 
existing  buildings. 

Many  of  the  cows  are  kept  in  open  sheds,  and  most  of 
the  cows  are  only  kept  in  sheds  during  the  severe  weather. 

During  the  year  under  review  4 notices  have  been  served 
on  registered  cowkeepers  to  whitewash  their  premises. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  15  bakehouses  in  the  district,  none  of  which  are 
underground. 

Register  of  Workshops. — The  number  of  workshops  now 
on  the  register  is  79. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  the  public 
elementary  schools  is  carried  out  by  the  County  School 
Medical  Officer  and  the  County  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  there  is  also  a whole  time  school  dentist  for  the 
County. 


FOOD. 

The  slaughter  houses  have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time. 

There  are  now  8 slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district. 

HOUSING. 

I.  — The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  1843.  8 

new  houses  have  been  erected  at  Papworth  Everard  (Tuber- 
culosis Colony),  8 at  Graveley,  2 at  Elsworth,  3 at  Caxton,  2 
at  Caldecote,  and  8 at  Gamlingay,  total  31.  2 concrete  build- 

ings have  been  built  at  Caldecote. 

II.  — Overcrowding. — Overcrowding  occurs  to  a consider- 
able extent.  It  has  only  been  possible  to  abate  this  in  G 
cases. 

III.  — Population. — The  estimated  population  of  the 
district  is  7,279. 

I A. — Fitness  of  Houses. — Undoubtedly  there  are  a number 
of  houses  that  should  be  demolished.  2 houses  are  being 
built  at  Elsw  orth,  4 at  Little  Eversden.  Schemes  are  in  hand 
for  building  houses  at  Kingston  and  Great  Eversden.

Action  taken  with  vegavd  to  Unfit  Houses. — The  Housing 
survey  shows  that  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  the 
houses  in  this  district  : 

50  per  cent,  are  built  with  brick  and  roofed  with  slates  and 
tiles. 

50  per  cent,  are  built  with  lath  and  plaster  and  have 
thatched  roofs. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  in  unfit  houses 
are  : — 


Want  of  damp  courses. 

Defective  thatch  roofs. 

Dilapidated  lath  and  plaster  walls,  and  in  the  older 
type  of  lath  and  plaster  houses  with  thatched 
roof,  the  lighting  and  air  space  and  also  the 
want  of  height  in  the  bedrooms. 

In  all  cases  where  houses  are  capable  of  repair,  efforts  are 
made  to  get  them  repaired  rather  than  to  close  them.

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  the  Officer  designated  under 
the  Housing  Acts. 

There  are  51  registered  licensed  dairies  and  cowsheds  in 
the  district.  These  are  inspected  regularly,  once  a quarter. 
4 notices  have  been  served  on  registered  cowkeepers  to 
whitewash  the  premises.  The  supply  of  pure  milk  remains 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  of  infantile  life  as  regards 
prevention  of  disease. 

There  are  8 slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  which  are 
constantly  inspected  from  time  to  time.

There  are  lf>  bake-houses  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
These  have  been  visited  at  intervals  and  the  whitewashings 
provided  for  have  been  carried  out.  There  are  no  under- 
ground bakehouses  in  the  district.  There  are  also  4 tailors’ 
shops  and  1 dressmaker’s  shop,  which  have  been  seen  to 
during  the  year.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £40,292.  Sum  represented  by  a penny 
rate  is  £108. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  agriculture. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  relief  for  1925  is  £1394/6/0.  Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital  is  used  extensively  for  surgical  and  other  cases  of  urgency. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Legislation  in  force. — No  Local  Acts  or  special  Local  Orders  are  in  force 
in  this  area.  All  the  General  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — The  following  villages  have  a constant  supply  from  the  East 
Hunts.  Coy.  : Bourn,  Longstowe  (parti,  Caxton,  Knapwell,  Elsworth,  Pap- 
worth  Everard.  This  water  is  pure,  but  rather  hard,  containing  a certain 
amount  of  iron.

I consider  that  Government  grants  in  suitable  cases 
should  be  given  for  the  preservation  of  cottages,  thus  relieving  over- 
crowding and  the  necessity  for  new  buildings.
